The discussions one day this week at 
the Farmers Natfonal Congresa at 
Piano were greatly enliyened by an ad- 
dress of. A. P. 3^ndell, secretary of 
agriculture for Ohio, who declared that 
"the cultivation of woman la a bigger 
job today than the making of poor 
ground to yield." 

"We can't keep the boys on the 
farm," he said, "unless we keep the 
girls there. 

"Modem education must not take 
liway the cornerstone of motherhood. 
The present price of women's hearts 
and poor cooking is sending more men 
to hades than all the saloons. Good 
cooking, good baking, sewing and the 
other arts of our mothers are necessary 
to make the home a decent place to 
live. Of course the farmer must see 
that hia wife is properiy clothed and Is 
not made a drudge and has those little 
recreations dear to the feminine heart. 
But there has been too great a neglect 
of the domestic arts in recent years. 

Three girls who were marooned in 
the recent Ohio floods were helpless 
when raw meat was brought to them 
to be cooked. 

Newspapers would do more good if 
they ran the pictures of girls who won 
prizes at cooking schools on the front 
page than in constantly parading Evely v 
Thaw. They would be doing a much 
more creditable work if they ran pic- 
tures of the boys who win prizes rais- 
ing corn than in putting Jack Johnson 
on the front page. •

ATTACK WITH RAZOR 

TwollalJans Attack a Detective With a 
Razors in a Box Car 

Charles Meyers of Waukegan, a de- 
tective in the employ ot the Elgin, Jol- 
ietand Eastern rollroad, had a rather 
close escape on P.riday afternoon when 
he was attacted by two Italians who 
were armed with razors. He succeed- 
ed in placing the two.men under arrest 
and took them to Waukegan, locking 
them up in the city jail. The affair 

took place at. Rondout They gave, q-^ Sunprvi<u»« Will 
their names as Pedro Cariotti and Com ^"^ ^Upcrvisors Will 
Myassi. * 

It seems that the Italians ha/ taken 
poasesaion of a freight car and refused 
to leave It, despite the inslstance of the 
entire train crew. When members of 
the crew sought to eject the fellows 
from the car they advanced against 
them with razors and the trainmen at 
once beat a hasty retreat 

About this time Meyers arrived on 
the scene. Drawing his club he went 
inside the car and drove the two men 
out. They showed flght, turning on 
him with drawn razors. Meyers did 
not propose to toke any chances and 
drew his revolver. The sight of this 
caused the Italians to charge their 
minds suddenly and they at once start- 
ed to run away Meyers pursued them 
and succeeded in catohing one of the»;5^ 
While he held him with one hand';!^ 
fired'two shots in the air, "^commanding 
the other fellow to^. return,/, He did so 
and after somewhat of a tussel Meyers 
succeeded in subduing the fellows and 
toking them to Waukegan. 

Meyers, says he'has dealt with some 
pretty tough characters but it has 
been a long time since he has found 
two who were so evidently willing to 
comtnit murder without provocation. 
When searched the fellowa had three 
or four more razors In their pockets.

Has Been Make by One '/ 
Supervisors 



Petty offenders against the various 
cbmmunites of Lake county are. to' pay 
their debt to society by making them- 
selves useful and earning their board 
Instead of pacing idly about the cor- 
ridors of the county jail. If the plan of 
one of.the county supervisors does not 
miscarry. 

He-proposes the scheme at the next 
meeting of the board of supervisors in 
December whereby a building at the 
county farm, may be used as a Indust- 
cial school for those, people. < His plan 
can be establish without expense to the 
tax payers and he believes that' It will 
prove the means of doing away with 
the time honored custom of twenty-five 
or more loafers fostering themsevles on 
the county each winter, elthera at the 
county home or the county Jail 

"Believing that Lake county is behind, 
the age in the management of lis 
charities and corrections I took occasion' 
to investigate model intitutlons of the 
east arid Canada when on a recent 
trip," he said. ' . 

■•There is room for a broom factor 
at the new barn at LiFtvviile and it 
will house one hundi'ed people. Why it 
can not be used as a place of conQne- 
men t for those who trangressa the Jaws 
and who are able to work, is hartl^.to 
conceive,' Moat of them could take the 
places of hired farm hands who aT6 now 
paid big wages. The others could' run 
a atone crusher to supply material for 
hard roads or make brooms or do similar 
work. ' ^ ; 

VIn the eastern states they have 
similar institutions at the county farm. 
They beat Lake county In ievery. way. 
Their system Is more humane and In- 
mates are better fed and better kept 
and cost is much less to the county than 
here. * 

"As an examipe there are 300 patients 
arid inmates of the Manchester county 
farm in the hospital for ..tuberculosis, 
others are at work in' the- industrial 
plantand on the farm to serve sentences 
from the police courts. They are well 
fed and receive good care- especially in 
the hospital where they have a physician 
all of the' time and trained nurses- 
The total expense Is $2.70 a week for 
each inmate."

OIHcial notiflcation was recleved this 
week from the postal authorities at 
Washington that, tho name of the ofHce 
at Rockefeller had been changed to 
Area, together with the confirmation of 
the appointment of Joseph C. Dorflcr 
as postmaster to succeed Will Knigge.

abandoned the name Rockefeller and 
gave to the village a name they chose 

because each letter represents one of 
the four faculties which are requisite to 
Buccees— ability, reliability; endurance 
and action, and the whole conveys the 
thought of progress and expansion.

JOHN MORROW IS 

DEAD AT HIS HOME 

IN WAUKEGAN 

John S. Morrow, 53 years old, a for 
mer alderman of Waukegan, and resid- 
ing at 702.North Genese street, passed 
away, at' his home Tuesday 'night at 
6:80 o'clock after an lUness'of two.or 
three years from hcort trouble and 
tuberculosis. The latter condition was 
brought on through several severe atj 
tacks of pneumonia through which Mr. 
Morrow passed. 

During the last few days Mr.-| 
Morrow's condition became consid- 
erably' worse but his death came quite 
unexpectedly. Mr. Morrow had been 
able to be around the house every day 
with the exception of Tuesday when 
he felt so muchjworse that he decided 
to remain In bed. 



Seven North Chicago people were 
seriously injured and had close escapes 
from death at 11:30 o'clock Saturday 
night when an automobile In which 
they were riding was struck by a Chi* 
cago & Northwestern freight train at 
the railroad crossing west of Five 
Points, near North Chicago. .The fog 
Is said to have obscured the vision of 
those in the automobile so that they 
did not realize their danger until they 
were upon the tracks. 

The injured: Alderman Stanley 
Wojton. forehead and left leg badly 
cut and bruised. 

Mrs. Stanley Wojton, bruised and 
cut on right side of her chest and on 
her body. 

Felix Wojton, seven-year old son of 
Mr, and Mrs. Wojton; deep cut on hip 
and groin; bruised and cut about body; 
most severely injured of all. 

Anton Dudek, right leg and hand 
bruised and ciit rather severely. 

Mrs. Anton Dudek, right cheek bad- 
ly bruised; both legs cut and bruised. 

Two Dudek children, girl, 8 years old 
and boy; 6, both bruised badly, " • 
. Alderman Wojton had taken the 
party oil t in his Mitchell car andL-they 
were returning home late at night 
when the accident happened. Thef side 
curtains of the car were up and this 
prevented the occupants from leaping 
to safety when they saw the engine 
bearingjlown on them. 

The automobile was going east at the 
time. The force of the collision caused 
it to be whirled around so that it head- 
ed west and it was tuETsed into the ditch 
as If It was but a plaything. The radia- 
tor and hood of the machine was 
smashed in as If It was but an eggshell. 
Through what appeared to be a dispen- 
sation of Providence the car was not 
over turned. The occupants were in- 
jured principally by broken glass from 
the wind shield. 

As soon as possible the injured peo- 
ple extricated themselves from the car 
and made their way home as best thoy 
could. Dr. Connell was summoned and 
he dressed their injuries. The Wojton 
boy was injured the most severely of 
all, although there was not a member 
of the party who did not receive cuts 
and bruises. .

AT THE AGE OF 

91 YEARS 

Mrs. Daniel McCarthy of Wadsworth 
one of the best known resident of Lake 
county, of which she had been a resi- 
dent for more than 60 years, died at her 
home there at 9:30 o'clock Monday 
night following an attack of pneumonia 
with which she had been taken ill last 
Wednesday. Though 91 years of age, 
she had been active up until that time 
and had known but little. Illness in all 
her life. She was well known in that 
section,of the county. 

Mrs. McCarthy was born in Ireland 
but during her girlhood came to this 
county to live and has made her home 
in Lake county for more than 60 years. 
Twelve years ago her husband, Daniel 
McCarthy' passed away ' but to this 
union had been born two sons and five 
daughters who survive their mother. 

The funeral was held at the St Pat- 
rick's church at Wadsworth Thursday 
morning with interment In the SI 
Mary's cemetery In Waukegan.

Committee Has Been Appointed to Gat 
Lowest Prices on Sanitarium 

The board of supervisors held an out- 
of doors meeting at the county farm at 
Libertyville Thursday and all the mem- 
bers were present with the exception 
of Simons of Antioch. The matlerof 
purchasing the tuberculosis sanitarium 
was taken up. Chairman Brooks of the 
committee appointed to look into the 
matter submuted a report against the 
purchase of the matitucion. The report 
was accepted by the Doard. Later Mr. 
Brooks made a motion that the county 
board purchase five or six acres of land 
to erect an institution of their own. 
Considerable discussion resulted and it 
was decided to drop the matter for the 
present. A motion made by supervisors 
on suggestion of Dr. Brown, that a 
committee of three be appointed to se- 
cure the lowest possible price o:i the 
Lake Breeze Sanitarium and report to 
the adjourned meeting on October 8th. 
was passed. The "committee named 
was Supervisors Goss of North Cbicago, 
Welch of Waukegan and King of Lake 
Forebt 

The board authorized Dr. Brown to 
proceed with the operations on the two 
children with dislocated hips. 

The board also passed the annual ap- 
porpriacion ordinance which provided 
for $105,200 for the year and includes 
these items: 

State Charities, $500. 

Printing, records, etc., $7,000. 

Salary of County Officers, $9,000 

Birth and Death reports,' $700. 

Jury, coroners, warrants, $4,000. 

County farm and outside aid to the 
poor, $35,000. 

Heating and lighting, malntenaitce of 
county buildings, $21,000 

Primary and general elections, $5, 000. 

Construction of bridges, $3,000. 

State aids Roads, $20,000.

If anybody had said Monday nig/ 
that over a thousand Waukegan wor7 
would avail themselves of the chancr 
vote Tuesday, whoever said it wo;v.... 
have been jeered. But, they went'q 
a hundred stronger than that— ant 
was their first time at the polls, 
will happen when they get accusj 
to goingi Or will the novelty w^ 
and the vote decrease insteadj 
creasing? An increase is loo! 
rather than otherwise. 

It was interesting to see 
struggling to land the wom< 
The women were solicited 
men who treated them as a 
of voter than they had evei 
before. The women were 
"I". In fact they could have aiiytnfngi^, 
they wanteil. Auto ridea were theirs 
for. the asking. Smiles were frequent, 
in fact to be had for a mere nod.- 

In some case? men were seen taking 
other men*s wives to the voting place;- 
sometimes huebands who had not ex- 
pected their wives to go down and vote^ 
were surprised to see them preceeding 
to the polls; sweethearts were seen 
with their fellows, headed for the polls. 
Husbands and wives were seen in num- 
bers preceedinjL' to the polls, af oot or 
being driven in autos. " 

It was really an epoch-marking thing 
to see husbands and wives going to the 
ballot box together to cast a ballot 
which in assertive families, might as 
well have been thrown into the ditch- 
because one voted one way and the 
other the other, the one thus off setting 
the other. In many cases husbands 
and wives voted alike— and their vote 
thus was about a double ballot after all. 

The voting of women Tuesday was 
characterized by the fact that to get 
the women out It was not necessary to 
pass the cigars. 

While certain opponents of the fran- 
chise In Tuesday's election will dislike 
to admit it, they must admit it, they 
must concedt, if they are able to anal- 
ize the 'vote of Tuesday in any proper 
manner that the outcomeof that special ' 
election spells DOOM for the saloons of 
Waukegan. They, some of them, are 
conspicuous advocates of the saloon and 
accordingly, they cannot fall to recogn-* 
ize pertinent facts in Tuesday's elecr >n 
as bearing on the saloon question. 

The franchise lost by a majority of 
703 votes. The proportion of women 
voting against the franchise .through- 
out the city was greater than men, for 
1,147 women voted, of .this number 714 
being against it aad 433 tor it. There 
were 2,026 male votes with 1,22G 
against and 800 tor. . 

The Bird's Year. 

Nineteen hundred ana thirteen will 
go down to history as the birds' year. 
National legislation In their interests, 
surpassing alt former action, has mark- 
ed tlie record of the first nine months. 
First came the law extending federal 
protection to all migratory birds, and 
now the news from Washington that 
the importation of feather of wild birds 
into the United States is forbidden' by

birds into this country except for educa- 
tional purposes.'-The saving of bird, 
life the world over is incalculable.

Tho diBcovory of coronium Is an- 
other exnmplo of the aBtonlshlng rove- 
latlonfl which have como with tho de- 
Telopment of tho Bpectroscope and Us 
union with photography. IJy mcana 
of this wonderful Inatrument phyal- 
cIstB have been able to detect and 
render vlalhlo tho unBoon of nilUlons 
of ralloB away. As Profoaaor Monden- 
hnU exprcsBed It a few years ago: 
, "By this device man la put Into com- 
raunlcntion with every considerable 
body In tho unlverao, Including even 
tho invisible. Tho goings on- of Slrlus 
nnd Algol, of Orion and tho Pleiades 
aro reported to him acroBs enormous 
Btrctches of mlUlona of mllUona of 
miles of "space, empty save of tho 
ethereal medium itaolf, by this most 
wonderful wlrelcBS telegraphy. And 
It Ib by tho vibratory motion of the 
Invlaiblr small that all of this Is re- 
vealed: the Inflnttcly little has enabled 
na to conquer the Inconceivably big." 

Tut tho BpectroBcopo would be In- 
complete were It not for tho exceed- 
ingly Ingenious apparatus called tho 
bolometer, Invented by tho lato Prof. 
S. P. Langley. Tho Bcnsltlvenoss ol 
tho bolometer Is ao cxqulalto that It 
responds to temperature changes of a 
millionth of a degree. Tho bolometer 
Id nn cyo that scea In tho dark. To 
quote Professor Langloy; 

"Since It la ono and the aamo solar 
energy whose manifestations are 
called 'light' or 'lieat.' according to the 
medium which Interprets them, what 
iB 'light* to tho eye Is 'heat' to the 
bolometer and what Is Been as a dark 
line by tho oye Is felt as a solid lino 
by the nentlent Instrument." 

Ilc^ Jb an exampio of how this ap- 
arotus revealed to Profesaor Langloy 
what had been conaidcrcd far beyond 
the palo of tho recordable. He was 
using the bolometer up on Mount 
"Whitney and was working awnS' at the 
known aper.trum, patiently measuring 
the heat of tho various lines. Ho 
stumbled upon a great discovery. "He 
went down tho spectrum, noting the 
evidence of Invisible hedt die out on 
tho Bcalo of tho Instrument until ho 
came to the apparent end of the Invis- 
ible, beyond ^hlch tho moat prolonged 
researches of Investigators up to that 
time had shotv'n nothing. 

"Thero ho watched the Indications 
growj fainter and falntor until they, 
too, iCeased a^ tho point whero the 
Frenfch Invest Igatora' believed they 
had found tho very end of tho end.

cooler regions of tho sun's atmos- 
phere, near tho boundaries of tho 
corona, vapors give place to solid par- 
ticlop and masses. Tho corona inter- 
cepts enormous quantities of boat 
from tho sun. and In this seething 
zono coronium Is born, at least, ao 
Bays tho spectroBCopo. 

The nonreat approach wo havo In 
nature and upon this globe to tho In- 
tensely heated atraoaphero of tho 
corona of tho ^aun is in the molten 
masBOB deep in tho earth. The only 
normal outward ovidenco of this com- 
bustion' Is that afforded by active vol- 
canoes. Accordingly, wo might roa* 
Bonably expect some of these to ex- 
hale coronium, and such Indeed haa 
been found to ho tho case. About 
15 years ago Professor Naalni of the 
University of Padua, Italy, submitted 
a noto_ to tho French academy In 
which ho declared that ho had found 
coronium In the gases taken from tho 
crater of Vesuvius. In view of this 
volcanoes may aasumo a new Impor- 
tance along practical linos, and oven 
doad craters may prove of use, be- 
caubo within tho lava may bo found 
tho material from which coronium 
may bo manufactured. 

Hitherto hydrogen has been tho ualt 
of weight by which tho specific grav- 
ity of other gases haa been measured. 
Hydrogen Ib about twelve tlm^s as 
light as the air we breathe. 'Now 
comes coronium, which la IG times as 
light aa hydrogen, and therefore 192 
times as light as air. It la easy to 
realize what this would mean to aero- 
nautics If the now found gas could ho 
produced in large quantities. Thero 
aro some hardheaded scientists, how- 
over, who are not encouraging, and 
among them Is Dr. Ilankine. who is 
asBoclated with Sir WllUm Ramsay. 
Dr, Rankino says: 

"Personally I cannot aeo that even 
when found coronium wjli bo of much 
UBo to alrahlpB. Ono thing against it 
will bo Ita eluslveness. Helium la 
four times heavier than hydrogen, but 
It manages to creep out of any recep- 
tacle wo can devise. It escapes from 
us almost aa rapidly as wo collect It." 

But other men of sclonco reply that 
this la really a mechanical problem 
and la quite apart from tho production 
of coronium. Electricity Is elusive 
enough, they point out, and yot man 
has found ways to control it 

Anyhow enthusiasts of a so-called 
scientific turn have already been -giv- 
ing their Imaginations full play, and If 
coronium can be produced hero they 
predict a revolution in aerostatics. 
Ono of them has said (hat we need 
not worry about tho days to como 
when tho light of tho sun grows dim 
and this globo of ours becomes too 
chilly for comfort. When that tlmo 
arrives the froatbltton human denizens 
of this sphere can take passage In ali^ 
ships, thanka to coronium, and sail 
away to any" distant planet that may 
seem more habitable. Ho hedges, 
however, by saying that this will not 
be necessary for a million years to 
como, and by that time, ho hopefully 
concludes, raeana will have been dla- 
covored by which it will bo posalblo to 
combat atmoaphertc condltiona during 
tho trip from tho earth to the other 
world, 

Ono of these conditions Is a lack of 
oxygen. A short while ago three mo-^ 
teorological exports went ufp In a bal- 
loon to a height of 33,000 foot, and at 
that altitude life was sustained only 
by breathing through a apeclal respi- 
rator that supplied them with fresh 
oxygen. The Germans havo actually 
prepared a breathing apparatus which 
will sustain aeronauts up to a height 
of CO.OOQ feet— at least this has been 
established by taboratory experiments, 

Tho lifting power of 1,00*0 cubic foot 
of coal gas la equal to . about' 14 
pounds, whilo a similar volume of hy-' 
drogon will raise 70 pounds. Hydro- 
gen's lightness, despite ita eluslveness. 
therefore, haa so far made It tho beat 
obtainable buoyant agent for aircraft.

The biggest 
of theso havo, a total lifting capacltf 
of 20 tons. 

If coronium cbuld bo employed In- 
stead jof hydrogen, an airship of tho 
aamo lifting capacity would have a 
total' length of a trillo over 200 foot 
and Us maximum diameter would bo 
considerably less than twenty feet 
In the place of gas bags holding 700,- 
000 cubic feet of hydrogen Its con- 
tainers would havo within them but 
4:1,000 cubic feet of the lighter gas. 
Tho smaller airship would obvloualy 
bo cheaper to construct, Bpeedler 
and more manageable. It would bo 
able to stay afolt longer and sail 
further. Tlie best of tho Zeppelins 
have remained aloft about tlilrty-flvo 
hours, and this Is suggestlvo of what 
tho more mobile smaller nnd swifter 
airship could do when sustained by 
means of coronium. 

Thero is another phase of aero- 
nautics in which cornlum would bo 
of great value. AMeterorologists have 
been reaching ever higher Into tho 
atmospheric zones in their endeavor 
to determine tho conditions that pre- 
vail there. Sounding balloons charged 
with hydrogen have been used to take 
temperatures at different helghu up 
to fifteen miles. Could coronium bo 
used instead of hydrogen tho ocean 
of air could bo penetrated a great 
deal further and possibly astonishing 
information would be obtained. 

One remarkable discovory haa al- 
ready resulted from tho uso of sound- 
ing balloons. Theoretically tho tom- 
peraturo of the air falls one degree 
Fahrenheit for approximately every 
aOO feet of ascent, and this rate of re- 
duction was Bupposed to <go on rog- 
uraly. It la now established that 
within tho lower two miles of the 
'atmosphere this rule Is frequently re- 
versed. Above this, however, thero 
is more regularity. Formerly it was 
supposed that this went on unbroken- 
ly until tho cold of distant spaco was 
reached, something In tho neighbor- 
hood of absolute zero. 

When the sounding balloon records 
were accumlated one of the first facts 
apparent was that at. a height, gener- 
ally of something like six miles, tho 
tomporaturo actually ceased to fall 
and even tended tQ rise. This con- 
tinues to be tho case as far as tho 
sounding balloons have gone afolt. 
This zone of comparatively mild tem- 
perature la also apparently a region 
of relative calm, but wo do not yet 
know how far heavenward thia stra- 
tum extends. 

So far consideration has boon given 
only to tho services that coronium 
may fill for man because of Its light- 
ness, but who shall say that there 
are not other ways in which it may 
act helpfully? It Is tho, unsuspected 
properties of radium that havo proved 
of the utmost value since its discov- 
ery. Perhaps coronium may hold pos- 
sibilities of an equally important 
nature.

NEW BARN AT THE 
COLNTY FARM IS A 
MODEL OF IJS KIND 

One of the things done by -the super- 
visors at the adjourned meeting at the 
county farm, Libertyviile, Thursday, 
Sept. 25th, was the inspection of the 
new barn erected recently by Charles 
Boyes, at a cost of about $3,100. 

.The barn is frame, 82x36 feet and is 
a most attractive and' complete atruc- 
ture. It has a concrete floor and at the 
front entrance is a fine shingled canopy 
running clear acoss the front. 

The barn is characterized by several 
original features designs by Supt. 
Charles Apply of the county farm, one 
of which is especially clever. It Is 
the manner in which, by weights, he 
operates the two big hay doors. The 
peak of the b^rn makes the swinging of 
doors a difficult feat ordinarly, but, by 
the use of two big weights, pulleys and 
ropes, he has contrived a scheme where- 
by the doors slide without climbing a 
ladder and any child can manipulate 
them.

"For tho first year the citizen will 
make return to tho local Internal rev- 
enue collector before March 1. 1014. 
ns to his earnings from March 1, 1913, 
to the end of this year. The collec- 
tor will notify him .Tune 1 how much 
he owes, and the tax must be paid by 
June 30. After next year the tax will 
apply on the full calendar year. 

"if the Income of a person Is under 
$3,000 or if the tax upon the same Is 
withheld for payment at the source, 
or if the same Is to be paid elsewhere 
In the United States. alTldavlt may be 
made to such fact and thereupon no 
return will be required. 

"The tax covers all incomes of citi- 
zens of tho United States whether 
living here or abroad; those of for- 
eigners living in the United States 
nnd the net incomes from property 
owned or buslnesa carried on In the 
United States by persons living 
abroad. 

"The net income Includes all In- 
come from salaries or any compensa- 
tion for personal senrlcea; incomes 
from trades, professions, business or 
commerce; from yales or dealings in 
personal property or real estate; from 
Interest, rent, dividends from secur- 
ities for all business carried on for 
gain. 

"Bequests will not be considered in- 
come, nor will life insurance paid to 
a beneficiary or returned to the in- 
fiured person as a 'paid up' or 'sur- 
rendered policy* bo taxable. Interest 
In such property will be Included as 
Income, however. 

"Tho amount that may be deducted 
from a total Income Includes the cost 
of carrying on business, actual losses, 
depreciation allowances and tax ex- 
empt or tax paid money. Living ex- 
penses cannot be deducted nor can 
money spent for permanent Improve- 
ments to property. 

•'Firms, corporations and tho like 
having the handling of interest, rents. 
salaries or other portions of the In- 
come of any citizen are compelled to 
deduct the tax for the Individual and 
pay it to the government. The Indi- 
vidual then will receive a receipt 
showing he has paid his tax."

Harriston, Miss., Sept. 30,— Two mu- 
latto boys, brothers, crazed by drugs, 
began a reign of murder horo on Sun- 
day that ended only after Ihreo white 
men. four negro men and a negro wom- 
an had been kl|led, 20 persona wound- 
ed and the two boys lynched by ctll- 
sens. 

A serloua clash between tho races 
was prevented by tho arrival on a spe- 
cial train of a company of national 
guardsmen from Natchez. 

Tho trouble started at about two 
o'clock In the morning and continued 
intermittently until ten o'clock, when 
Walter Jonoa, the elder of the two 
boys who started tho firing, was 
lynched Just, after tho soldiers arrived. 
His brother. Will Jones, had been shot 
and killed by citizens earlier In the 
day. Residents of tho town who had 
barricaded themBolves In their homea 
began cautiously to emerg*o at ton 
o'clock from their hiding places, and 
by noon the town waa quiet. No further 
trouble Is feared. 
The dead : 

Sheriff Q. P. Hammett of Jefferson 
county, white; shot whllo loading a 
posBo to where the Jones brothers 
were hiding. 

Former Constable Frank Kelnelly, 
white; shot at his home. .

The three latter were negroes killed 
during the promls'lnipUB shooting.

Tho two boys. Boon after leaving 
their home, went to the residence of 
former Constable Frank Keinstly and 
when ho rcBponded to their call to 
come out ho was shot through the 
head by Walter Jonea. Keinetly'a son, 
William, saw his father fall and 
reached for a gun, but before ho could 
(ire ho received a bullet In one of his 
hands. 

The Yazoo & Misalaslppl Valley rail-- 
road station la near the Kelnatly home, 
nnd tho two negroes walked In that 
direction. A train had arrived from 
Natchez Just a few moments before, 
and conductor E. B. Appleby waa 
standing at the station talking to 
Flagman W. C. Bond. Without warn- 
ing the two negroes flred on them and 
both fell. Then tho negroes directed 
their nre at Claude Freeman, who was 
waiting for a train to take him to his 
home at Fayette, Miss. Ho was In- 
stantly killed. The negroes then nred 
Into the train, terrorizing tho paascn- 
gers. 

Frightened citizens by this time had 
regained their wits and telephoned for 
Sheriff Hammett at Fayette. Sum- 
moning former Sheriff GlUle to accom- 
pany him, Hammott started for Har 
riston on horseback, arriving about 
Ave o'clock. A small crowd of men 
were firing Into the soedhouse, but no 
ono had ventured to lead the posse to 
tho place. Taking- a few men with 
him, Sheriff Hammett started towards 
the aeedhouao, whereupon Waltey 
Jones went to tho tall grass nearby 
and aa Hammett approached the negro 
nred. killing him Inatantly. A ehot 
from tho seedhouso brought down Qll- 

11s. 

A general fusillade was directed at 
the seedhouse. A call was sent to Gov- 
ernor Brewer for troops. 

Finding hla hiding-place too precari- 
ous. Win Jonea atarted to run towards 
a coal chute nearby, but had gone 
only a few steps when a bullet ended 
his life. 

Soon after Will Jones was killed 
Walter Jonea picked Tom Weeks, a 
negro, off the coal chute. 

Soon after Weeks was killed the 
special train bearing tho Natchez 
guardsmen arrived. Whllo the sol- 
diers were leaving the train the crowd 
ruehed the aeedhouae. 

Not a shot greeted them, and aa tho 
leaders entered tho place with drawn 
weapons they found Walter Jonea com- 
pletely unnerved but uninjured. They 
placed -a rope. around hla neck nnd 
ruahed him to the coal chute. As tho 
negro was drawn up the rope broke 
and he fell to the ground. Not a word 
or act of protest came from Jonea 
rope waa drawn 
around hla nock and again he was 
pulled up. A large crowd looked on 
OS tho body writhed until life was ex- 
tinct. /

The nnnl voyage through the canal Is 
scheduled for aome time during this 
month. Within another month It Is 
expected tho waters In Gatun lako 
win have risen high enough to bring 
tho waters In tho entire crftial up to 
the deep water level required for the 
passage of the largest ships. : * 

It lasuld that as long ago as the 
early pArt of August, assurances -w'orfl 
given Washington offlcials that If-.thtf 
emergency should nriee, tho entire 
Atlantic battleship fleet could bo put 
through the canal Into Paclflc- waters 
within 60 daya from that date/ The 
work has been hurried with that end 
in view. It la said, as no emergency 
baa existed, but this assurance Is an 
Indication of tho belief of the engl- 
neers that their work Is now practical- 
ly flnished. 

Culebra Cut Caused Trouble. 
The excavation of tho Culebra cut. 
Into which tho water has Juat been 
turned, has been one of the engineer- 
ing feats connected with tho building 
of the canal, and has caused tho en- 
gineers more trouble than any oth- 
er portion of the big "ditch." To 
Col. D. D. Oaniard. the engineer of 
tho central division. Is given the 
credit for carrying this portion of the 
work through to a successful termina- 
tion. 

The disastrous slides In the cut 
were discouraging to the engineers, 
nullllfylng In a few hours the work of 
many weeks, but Col. Galllard and his 
asslatants have kept untiringly at 
their .work, and at last have conquer- 
ed tho treacherous banks of tho deep 
cut The engineers believe that tho 
danger of slides will be eliminated 
now that the water has been turned 
into the cut. 

A little more than a month ago the 
giant steam shovels flnished their 
work la the Culebra cut Since that 
time the workmen have boon busy 
removing the shovels, the railroad 
tracks and other machinery used In 
the excavation work. There Is still 
aome dirt to be removed from tbo cut 
before tho channel Is flnished, but 
this work win bo done by auction 
dredges floating on the waters of the 
canal, and will not Interfere with nav- 
igation of the waterway by such boats 
as may be allowed to pass through. 
Immense Artificial Lake Created. 
Gatun lake, the waters of which are 
now flowing Into tho Culebra cut. Is 
tho pivotal point about which the en- 
tire canal system revolves, and the 
creation of this lako, together with the 
conatructlon of Qatun dam, coilstl- 
tuted another great engineering feat 
In the construction of the canal. Gat- 
un lake Is an artlflclai body of water 
covering about 104 square mUea of 
territory and was created by the 
building of the Immense Gatun dam 
and the impounding of th^ wild wa- 
ters of Chagres river. Beneath the 
waters of Qatun lako Ilea what a few 
months ago was the valley of tho 
Chagres, dotted with native villages 
and plantations. The channel of the 
canal pasBos through this lake for ,a 
distance of 24 miles with a width vary- 
Ing from SOO to 1,000 feet. 

At the northern end of tbo lake 
Is tho Gatun dam, which Is In reality 
an artlflclai rldgo more than a mile 
and a half long. Figures alone give 
an adequate Idea of tho magnitude pf 
this dam. Nearly half a mllo wide at 
Its base, about 400 feet wide at the 
water surface, and 100 feet wide at 
the top, the dlko which many en- 
gineers predicted would never with- 
stand the rush of the Cbagrea' wa- 
ters. Is admitted now to be so strong 
that nothing short of an earthquake 
such as has never been ^known In the 
Central American region can harm 
It Tho Gatun dam, Gatun lake and 
the Culebra cut, so gigantic are the 
proportions of each, dwarf tho other 
engineering works of, tho canal that 
In themselves have challenged the ad- 
miration of the world. 

World Gives Goethals Credit. 
To Col. George Qoetbals, chairman 
df tbo Isthmian canal commission, 
chief engineer of the commission and' 
governor of tho canal sono,' the, world 
will give the credit for the successful 
completion of the Panama canal. Col. 
Gnothals could not have accompllah- 



ed his task without' the nsBlstarico of 
such men naCol. H. F. Hodges,, Lieut 
Col. David bu B.* Dalllard and" Lieut 
Col. William L. Slbbrt, ' hrmy'^ on- 
englneera, who have had charge of va- 
rious phases of the work, but Col. Goe- 
thala Is recognized asHho real Tj'uirder 
of tho cairnl, , . .. '"'] '.. ■ ■. 

Under -Colonel, Goethals tho greater 
part of;th6- 1375,000,000 which the can- 
al .wlII;haye.cost;'whon'lt Is completed 
has boon Vpent'-\'lV'haB'bVeh'*by'fa^^^ 
the coatliost engineering projdc^, in 
tho world: Nearly ' threoifltths of a 
billion dollars has be6n spent In dljs- 
glng a 40-railo> "ditch," This means 
that the'ranama canal lias coat tho 
United States |10,000,000 ^.mllb. * 

Over $15,000,000 of the total amount 
spent has been used to make tho canal 
zone habitable and sanitary. It has 
been suggested that this Is an enor- 
mous amount of money to spend In 
cleaning up a place In which few peo- 
ple win reside permanently, but the 
engineers say that the sanitation of 
the canal zone was the chief factor In 
making tho canal a reality. Tho fall- 
-ure of the French has been attributed 
to a largo extent to the fact that 
the workmen could not survive In the 
fever and peat ridden country. 

The bunding of tho -great locks 
which raise a vessel to a height of 87 
feet above sea level at one end of 
tho canal and lower It the samo dis- 
tance at the other end,' has been In 
charge of two of Colonel Goethals' 
assistants. Colonel Hodges and Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Slbert Colonel Hodge's 
work In Installing tho Immense lock- 
gates that form so Important a part 
of the operating machinery of the 
canal, and his ability to overcoraeall 
obstacles had led Colonel Goethals to 
call him a genius.- The building, pois- 
ing and operation of tho lock gates 
conatltuto one of tho delicate prol>- 
loma of lock canal- conatructlon, and 
tho proper handling of this problem 
has been Colonel Hodge's contribu- 
tion to the work of conatructlon of 
the canal. 

Lieutenant Colonel Slbert has had 
charge of tho building of the 'great 
dam and locks at Gatun, in addition 
to. other duties. Ho saw long, ac- 
tive service In the Philippines, and 
he Is -known In the army as a flght- 
er aa well as an engineer. 

-Realire Dream of Centuries. 
Through the work of these men— all 
of them members of Uncle Sam's 
flghtlng body, tho United States baa 
been able to attain what has been In 
truth the dream of centuries. In nine 
years these men have carried through 
an undertaking that was flrat thought 
of several hundreds of years ago. 
Tho United States government first 
took definite action looking toward 
the construction of an Isthmian canal 
In 1834, when tho senate voted for 
the building of a Nlcaraguan canal. 
An expedition was sent to Nicaragua 
to make an Investigation, and report- 
ed that the conal: could be construct- 
ed for 125.000.00, Jiardly on^twentl- 
eth of the' amount that tho Panama 
canal wHl have cost when completed. 
Do Leaseps First to Dig. 
Tho matter rested until after tbo 
Civil war, when negotiations for a 
canal commlaslon were entered into 
by the United States government B&. 
fore anything had been accomplished 
the conceaslon for a Panama canal 
had been given to Luclen. Napoleon 
Bonaparte Wyae, a Frenchman. He 
organized a company; which sold out 
later to tho financiers asaoclatod with 
Ferdinand de Lesseps. The company 
organized with do I^saeps at Its head 
was the first ono to actually begin op- 
erations, on the Isthmus. For eight 
years de Loaaeps struggled manfully 
against tho greatest odds that man 
ever was called upon to face. Then 
ho was forced to give up tho fight, 
bis company conopalng aa a result of 
dishonesty and extravagance on tho 
part of Its promoters, and de Lessepa, 
driven Insane by tho scandal, ended 
hie days In an asylum. 

Such was tho history of , the Isth- 
mian canal project for some 300 or 
400 years, until the day In .1904 when 
Undo Som undertook tUo task, 

In nine 'years the dream of the ceo- 
turles has toen realised.

New York. — Of tho 49 wonderful 
cathedrals In Spain, tho Cathedral of 
Seville ranks as tho moat raajeatlo' 
and Important, and In size Is next to 
St Potbr's in Borne. 
' It Is during tho fiesta of tho Immacu- 
Ittto Conception in December and on 
Corpus Chrlotl In June that Is preacnt- 
ed in Ibis noble church tho only dance 
nnowedln any Chrlatlan church In the 
world.-;' It Is also occasionally given 
during- carnival time. 
■" .■'Xa.-Da^za do los Seises*' Is a rite' 
.of romote-brigin supposed to ropreaent 
;tho-dnnfce^)f tho laracntos before tho 
Ark; ■ Originally 12 boys participated 
In tho- dance, to which fact It owes Its 
name — '"fho Dance of tho Sixes," as 
..thoy danced In pairs six on a side. 
. In tho seventeenth centurj- opposi- 
tion was raised to tho dance by many 
.persons* of' amuenco, but the people 
rose ' on masse In protest, and peti- 
tioned tho'pope to preserve this favo- 
•rlte.andxharmlng feature of tho flosta. 
At tho. request of the popo tho "Sixes;' 
jworo sont to Rome that ho might 
Judgo-pOFBonally of Its fitness. So 
pleased was. hie holiness with Its sim- 
plicity and dignity that ho gave por- 
mlsaJon^.for. its continuance *'so long 
as tho "coatumea then worn should 
last"— and ho also decided "that the 
'hats might be worn without any disre- 
spect to the Virgin." As no costume 
Is over allowed to fall'ln total disre- 
pair, thie elusive manner of evading 
tho termination of this unique and at- 
tractive, ceremony will result In its 
surviving for an Indefinite time. 

■ For this great fete devoted to the 
Virgin- an altar 30 or 40 feet high is 
teroctod of^'solld silver. ,The back- 
ground Is bf crimson velvet, and ten 
of tho masalve pillars which Inclose 
tho altar and choir aro also hung with 
tho same -rich color, lending a' 
■vifarmth of tone to tho gray Interior. 
Blue being the color of the Virgin, an 
covorlnga are of thIa pure color, as aro 
tho magniflcent gold embroidered vest- 
ments worn by the clergy, 

■ The dance Is given In tho Capllla 
Mayor at the foot of the high altar, 
and as the Seises take their position 
tho archbishop and clergy enter and 
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Spanish Fiesta Costumes. 

kneel during the entire timei as do an 
who ^yItneas It, as It Is held in great 
reverence. 

Clad in striped costumes of blue and 
white satin of the time of Philip III, 
and carrying white plumed bats, tho 
dancers make FbUlp III. a dainty ap- 
pearance. As the orchcetra begins the 
quaint music, written early In tbo sev- 
enteenth century, played on ancient 
Instruments and held unpublished, the 
boys kneel and otter a short prayer to 
.the Virgin, afterward singing In their 
clear young voices the sweetest of 
melodies, minor in key and plaintive 
in style, then, donning their bats, the 
dance commences. * . 
' This so-called dance Is In reality 
more of a stately walk and a weaving 
In and out of several graceful figures, 
ending in a single turn at thoend of 
each of the three parts. Tho castlnete 
are lightly played and sound charm- 
ingly. At the cloao of tho dance the 
seises make their flnal obolaance and 
ascend tho eteps of tho altar, followed 
by the archblahop, his long crimson 
robe rippling over the steps from- top 
to bottom. 

■ Never was a moro perfect and effec- 
tive picture than this: The glistening 
snver, Boftly glowing wax lights and 
the air filled with sweet harmony. The 
climax is reached when tho archblsbpp 
turns,^ his train curving In graceful 
folds about him and stretchoe out his 
hand to bleaa bis people. Just at this 
moment all the bells of tho Qiralda 
peal forth in Joyous unison, tho great 
tones of the organ roll through tho 
cathedral and the orchestra Joins in 
tho last refrain of tho seml-rollgloua 
dance music, and this fascinating 
fleeta is ended.

ATIENCE and perseverance are 
prirao essentials In the make- 
up of every man who goes out 
for big game, and ho who 
would successfully hunt : the 
mountain sheep should poasesa more 
than the ordlnar>' endowment.ot.theae 
characteristics. Unlike many other 
animals, these 'cannot be hunted by 
rule o' thumb. Rules for sheep hunt- 
ing aro usually true only fn' the ex- 
ceptions, and the only ono really worth 
bearing In mind Is to "always expect 
the unexpected," writes L. It. Freeman 
In Los Angeles Times. 

"Prepare to climb if you go for 
sheep in the Cocopahs, and don't ex- 
pect to find any under 3,000 feet" 

Thus said experienced friends In 
Yuma when I first went off down the 
Colorado for a hunt In tho Delta coun- 
try, and the only sheep I ahot this 
trip -was secured at the edge of a 
plain and at an elevation, or rather a 
depression, of 100 feet below aea level. 
''No ua looking, for sheep at the 
lower water holea after laat night's 
cloudburst in the upper mountalna," 
aald the Mexican* guldea who had 
taken me down to' Mt. San Pedro on 
another occasion, and an hour later — 
gunless — I was crowded Into ono of 
those very water holes by a big ram 
whoso only nno of flight chanced to 
lie by a footwlde ledge along which 
I was gingerly picking my way. 
Below Sea Level. 
The spot where 1 shot my "subma- 
rine" sheep, as the fine specimen I 
have alluded to as having been shot 
below sea level was dubbed, first ap- 
peared to mo in a mirage. It Was a 
scorching noonday on that sun-baked 
stretch of white alkali which leads 
from tho edge of the Imperial irriga- 
tion country down to the deaolate Co- 
copoha. Tho sky was a dome of ham- 
mered brass, Inverted over a floor of 
gleaming zinc, the plain. The wheels 
of the camp wagon moved noiselessly 
over the yielding alkali and no sound 
broke the atlllness save the monoton- 
ous'creak of the springs and the occa- 
sional clank of a trace chain. 

Gradually out of the. steel-gray glow 
of the air that marked tho spot where 
sky and plain merged In a misty blur, 
a shimmering lako of crystal water 
began to form, the wavelets of whose 
farther side lapped against a beach 
of black Band lying In the right-angled 
embrasure of a towering yellow cliff, 
the latter standing out so clear and 
distinct as to seem almost to fioat up- 
on the eyeball. 

The water and cliff had been tanta- 
llzlngly receding before us for perhaps 
an hour, when down to one side of the 
lako camo walking three full-grown 
mountain sheep — one ram and two 
ewes. Right off Into the water they 
marched, the glittering surface of tho 
lake gradually closing over them with- 
out Bplash or ripple. 

After an Interval of a minute or 
two tho big back-curving horns of the 
ram appeared, bobbed along tho sur- 
face df the lake for a hundred yards 
or more as if detached, to bo finally 
followeii by the shoulders. and body of 
their owner. A moment later the owes 
wobbled into view, and all three trot- 
ted out on tho beach and disappeared 
In a depression at tho apex of tho 
great right-angled cliff. 

Later, returning from two weeks of 
frultleaa climbing in tho parched Coco- 
paha, wo chanced upon the same dls- 
tlnctlvo cnff obaerved In the mirage, 
camped at tho waterholo deep back In 
the angle of Its overhang, and tho fol- 
lowing morning shot a fine young ram 
that was coming down at suu-up for 
an early drink. This Instance is tho 
only ono I havo knowledge of whore a 
mountain sheep has been shot below 
sea level. Th^ phenomenon of the 
animals appearing to walk through tho 
water was undoubtedly caused by the 
not uncommon combination of a truo 
mirage and a lake effect duo only 
to tho agitation of tho waves of heated 
air. 

Once Plentiful. 

Up to a Tory few years ago— and 

probably still— sheep were fairly plentl- 

ful in the low desert mountains which 

here -and ther» hem in the Colorado 



river above Yuma, and it was there 
that I once had tho unusual eiporlenco 
of being presented with a shot, firing 
and shooting a sheep which I did 
not get ultimately getting a sheep 
which I did not shoot Accompanied 
only by an Indian I had Just picked 
my way up the side of a steep-waned 
valley to a tableland, upon which, ac- 
cording to report brought to us the 
night before, fresh sheep tracks had 
been recently noted. Wo reached the 
mesa at a point where, in shadow our- 
selves, wo could watch a great slash 
of sunlight cutting through a gap In 
tho eastern rldgo and descending llko 
a wedge of gold into the semi-dark- 
ness of the lower valley. Aa the tip 
of the wedge of light touched a Jut- 
ting point on tho mesa's outermost 
rim. It revealaed with startling sud-* 
denness a well-grown young ram 
standing sharply In relief against tho 
blur of blue ralat that filled the valley. 
I shot as I sat, reatlng my rifle acroas 
myknee and, aa the distance was un- 
der a hundred yards, could hardly 
have missed by many Inches tho 
shoulder at which I aimed. The 
young ram toppled forward over the 
brink of the cliff and. simultaneously, 
another animal leaped after him from 
the shadow, while a number of others 
scampered back out of sight into a 
rocky gully which cut the mesa at 
that point 

Wo descended to the brldlo trail. 
200 feet below the cliff, to find, lying: 
on i\}e outer edge, not the animal I 
had fihot, but a much larger ram with 
a shattered, but still magniflcent, pair 
of horns. The wounded sheep had 
evidently struck a projection of tho 
cliff in his descent, this deflecting th« 
body sufficiently to clear tho trail and 
bound on into the valley below. Thn 
unwounded ram, leaping out from th« 
brow of the cliff, had fallen straight to 
the bridle trail and been Instantly 
knied. The body of the wounded 
sheep was carried away In the swift 
mountain torrent which ran at, the 
base of the cliff.
